The product 
of it was something extracted 
from the mysterious unknown; 
from the very core of all life 
itself. A split atom. The net 
product was dropped twice on 
Japanese cities, three years, al- 
most to the day of the signing of 
the papers—on Hiroshima, Aug. 
6, 1945; on Nagasaki, Aug. 9, 1945. 

Qak Ridge is a new city. It 
was not in existence in early 
1943. But, within a few months 
it was a city seven miles long and 
from 14% to 2 miles wide, cover- 
ing 14 square miles. Once it 
housed 75,000 persons. Today it 
is the fifth largest city in Ten- 
nessee, with more than 30,000 
population. 

Within the span of those years

Russians, 
Swedes, Polynesians, Bulgarians, 
South Americans, who never 
heard of Beale street in Memphis, 
or Greenville, where Andrew 
Johnson lived; of Nashville and 
Old Hickory, or Bvyrdstown, 
where Cordell Hull was born—

From Gatlinburg, deep in the 
Smokies, as one comes north- 
ward, the road runs through 


Pigeon Forge down to Sevierville, | 


Tennessee, thence into Knoxville 
and then 17 miles to the city of 
the bomb and magic isotopes. 

Stop for a while in Seiverville. 
It is named for a good man—John 
Sevier, the Indian fighter called 
“Nolachucky Jack.” He and his 
men killed Patrick Ferguson, the 
British Generalzat Kings Moun- 
tain, a rifle bullet catching him 
as his silver whistle blew a 
charge, and took. all his army of 
1,125 men by capture or by death 
from the long Detchard rifles. 
The Cherokees feared him most. 
Long after he had driven them 
out of the depths of the Smokies, 
squaws used to frighten children 
with his name in tents along the 
Chattahoochee and the Little 
Tennessee. 

He was born in Virginia of a 
French Huguenot family 
Xavier. This the mountain peo- 
ple simplified to Sevier. He grew 
up in the Great Smokies. He 
married when he was 16 and set- 
tled in the mountain frontier. 
He farmed, hunted, trapped and 
had a small trading post. In 
1771 he moved his wife, five 
children, his mother and father 
and his brothers and their fam- 
ilies to the upper Holston settle- 
ments and built a cabin on Nola- 
chucky creek. 


Fighter 


The mountain men all but 
worshipped him. He was the in- 
carnation of all their independ- 
ence and rebellious wildness; the 
svmbo!l of their clannish strength, 
He could trail better than an 
Indian and march longer. When 
the mountain men formed their 
“Coonskin republic’ called 
Franklin, he was its governor, 
This shadowy republic, never 
legalized, was the ghostly fore- 
runner of the state of Tennessee. 
He was the first governor of 
that frontier state. He hated the 
British as he did the Cherokees. 

There is something symbolic 
{fn the fact this forthright man 
settled later at Muscle Shoals, 
where the first great dam was to 
be built which was to make pos- 
sible the TVA system and the 
electric power that would estab-

‘Attendants at State Hospital 
Fight Against Death Stigma 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Aug. 12—Are all attendants at Milledgeville State Hospital 


Three attendants were convicted in the death of one patient last month and since that 


time 955 other attendants have been subjected to a wave of public scrutiny, suspicion and 


veiled accusation. 

“We're on the griddle—but 
good,” ome veteran attendant 
said bitterly. “People write let- 
ters to the newspapers about 
us. There’s a general feeling 
around that to be an attendant 
in a mental hospital you either 
have to be stupid or sadistic. 
Even our own relatives have 
started looking at us kind of 
funny—like they’re wondering 
if we’re capable of stuffing 
towels down a patient’s throat.” 


What are attendants capable of? 


| That, in all justice, is what the 
relatives of more than 1,000 pa- 
tients would like to know. A men- 
patient is perhaps the most 


tal 
inarticulate person in the world 
because no matter how eloquent- 
ly he talks he may not be be- 
lieved. 

| Doctors and nurses at Milledge- 
‘ville are very conscious of this. 
The closest relationship in. the 
hospital is of necessity the pa- 


tient-attendant relationship and 
doctors realize the importance of 


good attendants and the danger, 
of poor ones. The fact doctors and.) 
nurses are vigilant was borne out) 
‘by the fact they discovered, in-| 
‘vestigated and prosecuted the 
three men involved in the death| 
of Lloyd Hooks. The murder war-! 
rant was sworn out by Dr. T. G.' 
Peacock, superintendent of the 
hospital, after the coroner’s jury) 
‘failed’ to act and the three at- 
tendants involved were summari- 
ly fired and have not been rein- 
stated, despite rumors to the con-. 
trary. 


But the case had a chilling, 
frightening effect on people all 
over the country. Mail to the 
hospital has increased, so have 


visits and there has been increas- 
‘ing difficulty from relatives who 


are apprehensive about leaving a 


“patient at the hospital. The rea- 


son is clear. People have to know.

The hospital administration 
has not cut-and-dried system for 
finding out, of course, but 
every effort is made to know 
more about attendants, to train 
them carefully and supervise 
them. The hospital is inaugu- 
rating a series of tests under 
the direction of two psycholo- 
gists to screen attendants.

Figures confirm 
livestock and timber. 
The state’s long-standing role as an im- 
‘portant producer of forest products got 
new recognition last week when the Geor- 
gia Forestry Association released figures 
revealing income from this source alone in 
1950 amounted to $167,021,734—almost as 
much as the combined value of the state’s 
cotton and peanut crops. 


Moreover, the survey shows production 
of raw forest products gives employment 
for 166,212 persons. 


Georgia’s abundant forests and the steps 
being taken to provide continuous crops of 
trees are attracting industry to the state 
which in turn raises the general economic 
level even more. Already six pulp mills are 
established here and in recent weeks plans 
for three more have been announced rep- 
resenting a total investment of $60,000,000. 

Next to livestock, forestry is Georgia’s 
most important source of agricultural in- 
come. Livestock raising is growing annual- 
ly and last year the value of livestock and 
livestock products was placed by the De- 
partment of Commerce at $272,999,000, 
—- to a valuation of $240,982,000 in 


New permanent pastures, capable of 
supporting a cow per acre—and in some 
cases two cows to the acre—have awakened 
both Georgians and experienced cattle 
raisers from the traditional livestock states 
to the possibilities here. In the West from 


Georgia’s progress in 


10 to 20 acres of pasture land per cow is 
‘Tequired. 

Georgia still holds cotton as king of the 
row crops but cotton rapidly is moving 
west. A developing cotton shortage at 
planting time, prospects of huge war de- 
mands, government appeals to patriotism 
and high prices all combined to bring about 
greater cotton planting this year than nor- 
mal. But a price drop of approximately 10 
cents a pound has disillusioned many plant- 
ers and has pointed again to the fact that 
livestock and forestry are dependable, sta- 
ble sources of income.. 

With new pulp mills moving in, using 
both hard and soft wood; and scarcities of 
timber developing in other regions, Geor- 
gia’s economic future is tied in closely with 
the state’s forestry potential. If proper 
methods of cutting and reforestation are 
followed Georgia will have more timber 
90 years from now than today. The state’s 
new forest fire protection service, already 
in effect in about 100 counties, is an impor- 
tant factor. Equally important is the refor- 
estation program in which 251 banks joined 
In a move, sponsored by the Fulton Na- 
tional Bank of Atlanta, to furnish me- 
chanical tree planters to farmers without 
charge. It is a public-spirited effort and 
deserves commendation. 

The state’s progress in both forestry and 
livestock raising is gratifying. Let us keep 
in mind that behind that progress, and de- 
serving of continual attention, are perma- 
nent forests and permanent pastures. 


Stephen T. Early—Selfless Patriot 


Stephen T. Early, who died at Wash- 
ington on Saturday, served his country 
faithfully and well as Press Secretary to 
the late President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and as Deputy Secretary of Defense. 

The friendship between him andthe 
late President began before World War I 
when Mr. Early was covering a capital 
beat for the Associated Press and Mr. 
Roosevelt was assistant secretary of the 
Navy. It continued a close and warm as- 
sociation until Mr. Roosevelt’s death in 
1945, though Steve Early never hesitated 
to tell fhe President when he thought he 
was wrong. 

Like most valuable public servants, 
Steve Early held high office at consider- 
able personal financial sacrifice. Besides 
working under what he termed “hellish 

ressure”, he “went broke” in the White 
ouse. Shortly after President Roosevelt's 
death he took a $25,000 a year job with 


- House.

Company in order to provide for his fam- 
ily. But he again was called into govern- 
ment service in April, 1948, when a took 
on the delicate job of Under-Secretary of 
Defense when unification was in its in- 
fancy and every decision a critical one. He 
later was made Deputy Secretary. He re- 
turned to private business less than a year 
ago. 

Steve Early could have written a stir- 
ring account of his years in the White 
It was his lot to announce every 
important event including the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor and the death of 
his friend and chief, President Roosevelt. 
It was typical of him, though, that he re- 
garded his intimate knowledge of events 
that shaped the destiny of the world as 
confidential. 

His was a fine example of selfless 
patriotism. 


An American Proverb for Nehru 


For a leader who only a short time ago 
was among the staunchest supporters of the 
United Nations, and who created an ex- 
tremely favorable impression on a tour of 
this country with his emphasis on the 
brotherhood of man, Premier Jawaharlal 
' Nehru of India has fallen into a puzzling 

course. 
The other day, in an address before the 
Indian Parliament, Nehru denounced the 
United States and Britain for sponsoring a 
UN Security Council resolution which calls 
for arbitration of the dispute with Pakistan 
over Kashmir, the princely state both 
countries claim. 
It was Nehru who asked the UN to de- 
vise a peaceful settlement of the issue. And 
it was he who, clinging to his concept of 
peace at almost any price, opposed UN 
' armed intervention in Korea. He proposed 
@ peaceful settlement which would have 

meant giving the Reds what they wanted. 

But where his own country’s claims to 
Kashmir are concerned—and they are 
questionable at best—Nehru is ready to go 


to war if necessary to get the territory he 
wants. He has delivered what is little short 
of an ultimatum to Pakistan. “Either we 


are going to settle the various issues be- 
tween us by peaceful means or by war,” he 
told Pakistan. ° 


Nehru so far has given no evidence he 
will accept any peaceful settlement unless 
Pakistan complies: fully with his demands. 
He has rejected a plebiscite in Kashmir to 
determine whether that state wants to join 
India or Pakistan, largely because Kashmir, 
like Pakistan, is predominantly Moslem and 
the outcome would be a foregone conclu- 
sion. India’s controlling religion is Hindu. 


Nehru’s world fame rests upon his | 


numerous and fervent appeals for peace. 
But now he denounces those who would 
help settle his quarrel with a neighbor. In 
this country there is an old saying, 
equivalent to a proverb in Nehru’s native 
India, to the effect that people ought to 
practice what they preach. We commend it 
as worthy of Nehru’s attention.

The GOP 


Creates an Issue 


WASHINGTON.—Unwittingly, Republicans 

in Congress may have provided the Democrats 

: with what might be one of the livest issues of 

the next national campaign. It has to do with the wage and price 
control legislation just passed. 


Both Eric Johnston, head of the Economic Stabilization Agency, 
and Michael DiSalle, Price Stabilizer, have recently gone on record 
as saying that laxity in the law enacted by Congress will result in 
the cost of living going up some five to eight percent within the 
next 12 months. Mr. Johnston has put the cost to consumers at 
an added $10,000,000,000 to $16,000,000,000. Some government econ- 
omists think the cost of living rise may go even higher. 


President Truman has already laid the groundwork for making 
an issue of the promised price rise by “reluctantly” signing the bill 
passed over his protest. He delivered a strong blast against the in- 
adequacy of the legislation at the time it was being considered by 
Congress, particularly provisions which prohibited a further roll- 
back in certain prices. 


Failings 7 Hence it is evident that the Democrats are prepared 

to stress higher prices in the 1952 campaign, blaming 
the Republicans for the failure of Congress to give the type of leg- 
islation that was recommended. Regardless of who the party presi- 
dential nominee may be, Administration orators will be sure to 
stress that the President tried to protect the housewife by hold- 
ing prices in control. The charge will be made that Mr. Truman was 
thwarted by a Republican Party tied up with big business and 
dominated by lobbyists. 

If the country is not engaged in a war and no other major pre- 
occupation arises to engage the minds of the voters, the cost of liv- 
ing issue might easily be the dominant theme of the campaign. It 
could be the controlling issue. 

‘Republicans, for their part, will seize on one weakness in the 
Democratic attack by pointing out that many Democrats in Congress 
cast their votes against the President’s program. In the Senate, ac- 
cording to congressional digests, 25 percent of the Democrats voted 
with the majority of Republicans on that issue. In the House, no 


_ less than 42 percent of the Democrats are said to have deserted the 


President in a similar showdown. 

But the Democrats will be in better position to exploit the issue 
since it was the weight of the Republican vote which, by joining 
with Democratic deserters, was able to defeat the type of controls 
the. White House had demanded. 


In his spectacular campaign for re-election in 1948 
Precedent President Truman made much of the shortcomings 
of Congress in refusing to give him a proper extension of the old 
OPA price control organization. He linked this with his charge about 
the 80th Congress being the second worst in history. No doubt it 
contributed much to his feat in winning an election which all of the 
experts said would go against him. 

If we do have a further substantial rise in living costs, as pre- 
dicted by Economic Stabilization Director Johnston and Price Sta- 
bilizer DiSalle, Mr. Truman or any candidate he may name to suc- 
ceed him will be able to give the Republicans much to answer 
for on the issue. 

Living costs being what they are already, the people may be 
counted on to respond hotly against the party that bears the blame 
for further increases.

Warning From Sen. Duff 


Senator Duff (Rep., Pa.) has warned that if foreign policy 
continues to be a political issue, the result might be “fatal.” It is 
a timely warning, for it comes as the two major political parties 
prepare for the 1952 campaign. It comes, too, at a time when 
destructive criticism without constructive alternatives is at its 
height. 

It is a direct challenge to Senator Taft (Rep., Ohio), for Mr. 
Taft, in his campaign for the Republican presidential nomination, 
seems determined to make foreign policy a major partisan issue. 

It is also a bid to President Truman to include more Repub- 
licans in the formulation of foreign policy. Here Senator Duff 
plays some politics himself in ignoring the fact that Republicans 
do have a large voice in formulation of policy. Republicans on 
the foreign affairs and foreign relations committees of Congress 
participate in policy decisions. Republicans have high posts in 
the State department and head our United Nations delegation. 
Republicans have ambassadorships, including the one in England. 

But Senator Duff’s main thesis is nevertheless valid. He has 
spoken out in this fashion before, notably during the MacArthur 
investigation. His points grow more significant as 1952 approaches 
and with it the increasing tendency to make foreign policy a 
football.

Probation for West Point Cadets? | 


NEW YORK—It is one thing to plead that the crooked cadets of West Point, 
who were caught cheating in examinations, should be put on probation with the 
distinct understanding that they were crooks who knowingly violated a code of 
honor which they thoroughly understood. That would be an act of mercy. There 
would be no compromise with dishonesty. But thus far no such proposal has been 
made. Thus far the dishonest young men and their defenders, who share their 

ume that wrong is right and bad is good because they were incapable of honor- 


able conduct under temptation. 


Murderers and dope peddlers will join them in that. 


They come 


before the country demanding that misconduct be not forgiven but approved and they are so far 


misled as to believe that honor is an unnecessary 
nuisance and a handicap which were better 
abandoned because they were weak. 

The impudence of this contention reflects a 
cynicism and a moral ignorance more appro- 
priate to the White House than to the corps of 
cadets. If they were contrite it would impose 
no strain on the spirit of the people of the United 
States to forgive them under a version of those 
conditions which are employed every day in our 
courts in dealings with first offenders and con- 
stantly in spiritual transactions between the indi- 
vidual and his conscience. 

It surely is not necessary at this point to re- 
cite the record of flagrant crookedness which was 
written into the history of the presidency by 
residents or familiars of the White House during 
the reign of Roosevelt. 

But even this influence does not excuse these 
cadets. 


These influences, these high examples 
of misconduct were notorious during the 
early development of the character of the 
cheaters at West Point, but if the majority 
who grew up in the same foul national at- 
mosphere could maintain their ideals and 
live up to the code, the minority are ill- 
advised to demand condonation when mercy 


is the best they may hope for. 


Some of these young men have intimated that 
courage and physical hardiness are the true es- 
sentials of leadership in battle. They certainly 
are indispensable, but these men, being crooked 
in their morals, can’t understand that dishonesty 
later expresses itself in many other ways than 
cheating in an examination. What about the 
temptation, later on, to cheat for promotion as 
many commanders did in World War II, to tell 
lies against a worthy man and lies in favor of an 
unworthy friend and to abandon honor altogether 
while maintaining a dangerously deceptive pre- 
tense? 

These cadets enjoyed a reputation of honor 
until they were denounced by a committee of 
cadets which they would now put to shame for 
the courageous performance of a duty imposed 
by honor. 

This is no private problem of the military 
academy. It is a national disgrace. It will echo 
through all the lands whose people were invited 
to accept our leadership. 

When abolition or a long suspension of inter- 
collegiate team sports is suggested the sports side 


and other opportunistic and materialistic agents 
carry on as though that would mean the end of 
our world. I'think it is imperative for the moral 
welfare of the country. It would be a terrible 
shock to all of us to realize suddenly that this 
institution has grown foul beyond further tole 
erance; that a program of games originally be- 
lieved to inspire chivalry had become a vile dis- 
grace to the whole nation, with coaches either 
too dumb to know what goes on under their inti- 
mate eye or too weak or dishonest to blast it 
publicly and thus incur the contempt of a gang- 
ster public for “blowing the whistle.” ‘The shock 
would be good for us.

hospital. Any complaint from a 
patient is carefully checked and 
may be appealed to the hospital 
superintendent. 

“Some patients complain con- 
stantly, of course,” said Dr. Pea- 
cock, “but we have to investigate 
every one of these complaints just 
as carefully as if they came from 
@ sane person.” 

The hospital works against great 
difficulties, of course. Almost any 
mill offers shorter hours and more 
pay than an attendant can make 
at the hospital. Starting pay for 
an attendant on general ward 
is $114 a month, plus $21 food 
allowance or meals at the hospital, 
and the hours average 66 a week 
for women and 72 for men. 

Still the hospital’s quota of at- 
tendants, 965 is only 10 short at 
this time. The reason is that many 
of the attendants come from Bald- 
win County and neighboring 
counties and grew up knowing the 
hospital and regarding it with a 
proprietary interest. They know 
that despite the long hours and 
low pay they can get free housing 
if they need it on the _ hospital 
grounds and they and their fami- 
lies are entitled to free medical 
care, including surgery at the 
well-equipped Jones building, as 
long as they work at the hospital. 
Recently the hospital opened an 
out-patient clinic in the Jones 
building where hospital personnel 
may go for medical examination 
and treatment. 


The jobs in the last couple of 
years have come to offer se- 
curity under the State Merit 
System. Attendants are no long- 
er fired with the changing winds 
of politics but must be given a 
hearing and dismissed only for 
“cause.” 


Psychiatrists are well aware of 
the fact some of the people who 
take jobs as attendants are work- 
ing off their own emotional needs 
and the psychological tests are ex- 
pected to eliminate these people. 
“They need treatment themselves,” 
Dr. Peacock said. “We can't give 
them jobs.” But for every would- 
be attendant who gets some kind 
of sadistic satisfaction out of work- 
ing with the tortured individ- 
uals in a mental hospital, there 
are hundreds who have compas- 
sion and what one physician called 
“heart.” 

“TI don’t care how much edu- 
cation a man has,” declared the 
doctor. “I don’t want him wi4#h my 
patients unless he has a heart. 
He can know little or nothing 
about higher mathematics or po- 
litical science, if he has compas- 
sion. And don’t let anybody tell 
you these attendants don’t have 
it' They’re the unsung heroes of 
the hospital. They have the op- 
portunity and the time to do more 
than the doctors can to help a 
patient get well.” 


This particular doctor says 
he has daily meetings with the 
attendants in his buildinz and 
instructs them individually 
about the care of the patients. 
Some doctors do not but relay 
instructions through the nurses 
in charge. 


The dav of the attendant begins 
early—at 6:30 a. m. in some build- 
ings—and three nights a week it 
goes until 9 p. m. It includes ev- 


feeding helpless’ patients, to 
wrestling with the violent ones 
and dancing with the happy ones. 
Attendants are’ subjected to con- 
stant indignities. Verbal insults 


and name-calling are expected.' 


Downright physical abuse is not 
unusual. 


“I’ve been spit on three times 
this morning.” one attendant 
reported wryly, “and I had a 
bedpan emptied on me this aft- 
ernoon.” 


There is also a certain amount 
ef routine that the attendant must 
handle, counting and checking 
the laundry, making up reports 
and assisting in the electric shock 
treatments. Male attendants have 
to be barbers as wel! since Baldwin 
County barbers have always stren- 
uously objected to anv effort of 
the hospital to have a shop on its 
grounds. Women patients may go 
to one of four beauty shops but 
there is still a lot of hair-combing 
and fixing that attendants must 
handle. Attendants accompany 
patients on walks, to concerts, 
movies and dances. They write 


letters for patients and help them: 


with handwork.

A Southern Institution For 84 Years 
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Girls Confession to Early Affair

DEAR MARY HAWORTH: I am a girl of 25. About two years 
ago I met Paul and we fell in love at first sight. I was happy. I 
discovered Paul was not the man I thought him to be.

A fortnight ago 
we became engaged and I was as happy until Jim asked me if I 
had ever loved another man. Later I realized that he wasn’t con- 
sidering an “affair” in asking the question—but as I felt there 
should be no secrets in marriage, I told him the whole story of 


my disappointment with Paul, certain of his sympathy and under- 
standing. 


Needless to say, I was terribly hurt when he said glumly 
that he hadn’t expected “that” from me. Then, when he saw 
my distress, he said it was hard for him to accept the fact that 
I'd belonged to someone else. But as I am now 25, I think he 
might have been prepared for my disclosure. In the course of 
our discussion he frankly admitted that he’d had several sweet- 
hearts, but for him there seems to be a big difference between 
what is permissible for a man and a woman. 


We parted in discord, and my problem is what to do now.

DEAR G. F.: Jim’s involuntary rejection of you, on hearing 
your impetuous confession, indicates that he is poorly qualified to 
love a woman with sympathy and understanding. The gist of his 
utterances and the pitch of his offended attitude plainly show that 
he is involved in chronic subjective difficulties—that have nothing 
to do with you—as regards his own attempts to cope with the sex- 
ual factor in human affections. Because he is a house divided in 
this respect, he naturally couldn’t listen objectively—much less 
with perceptive compassion—when you poured forth a dispro- 

ortionately open answer to his glancing question “Have you 
oved before?” 


However, it is less important to probe Jim’s behavior at 
this juncture, than to learn what your own misgivings have to 
teach about the dynamics of your personality. For Example, 
the fact that you feel “terribly hurt” by Jim’s disapprobation 
and disgruntled exit suggest that you are excessively depend- 
ent upon others’ approval; thus weakly submissive to their 
views, ideas, wishes, etc. (regardless of whether they’re good 
for you) when you crave their liking. This trait is caused by 
unduly severe discipline in tender years, and generally leads 
to endless defeats in later life, unless sharp self awareness is 
brought to bear, to correct the handicapping bias. 


Is there still a chance of happy marriage for you, with Jim? 
In the light of his indecisive but censorious attitude, I rather think 
not. His own psychology of sexuality is too morbid, apparently, to 
permit his being wholly charitable with your record. Thus, mar- 
riage to him, even by his cloudy jealousy, instead of a wholesome 
companionship in which each could mature up to his (and her) 
finer potentials. My advice is to be passive in this crisis. Don’t 
run after Jim, nor jilt him either. Give time a chance to ease 
the tension.

Symphonies Superbly Done 


By HOWELL. JONES 

BRUCKNER’S FOURTH SYMPHONY—Leipzig Symphony 
Orchestra conducted by Herman Abendroth, and BRUCKNER’S 
SECOND SYMPHONY IN C MINOR—Linz Bruckner Symphony 
Orchestra conducted by Ludwig Georg Jochum. (Urania) 

Each of these two massive works by Anton Bruckner requires 
two long-playing records. The Second offers a great test for an 
orchestra—it poses so many technical difficulties that its premiere 
was delayed a year. The Linz Bruckner orchestra comes through 
magnificently. The Second’s scherzo is one of the outstanding in 
symphonic literature and it is performed superbly. The Fourth 
(“Romantic”) is perhaps the most popular of Bruckner’s nine 
symphonies and possibly the best, excepting the Seventh. Even 
Bruckner’s most enthusiastic admirers are forced to admit that he 
was at times superficial but these two symphonies contain pages 
of unforgettable eloquente and true greatness. Both Jochum and 
Abendroth give brilliant readings.

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In many cases it has resulted 
in the revelation that the sys- 
tem has been perfected through 
the rifling of mail boxes and 
the subsequent forgery of the 
checks. 


According to the Secret Serv- 
ice, an investigation launched 
in Cincinnati following the ar- 
rest of a professional dancer for 
the attempted hold-up of a let- 
ter carrier revealed that a group 
of addicts there had been steal- 
ing.checks from mail boxes to 
satisfy their ctaving for nar- 
cotics. Illicit drugs are said to 
cost each addict over $20 a day. 
Evidence also indicated that 
peddlers of heroin and mor- 
phine in Cincinnati administered 
the drugs to minors without cost 
sintil they became addicted, then 
suggested they-steal and forge 
Government checks to sustain 
their addiction. 


Allotment and social security 
checks are usually issued on 
certain days. Post Office ofe- 
ficials here say that home de- 
livery can be expected from 12 
to 16 hours after arrival in At- 
lanta. As for the rifling of mail 
boxes. it has subsided. This 
also includes rural delivery. 
Postmaster Livingston says that 
right now the wave of check 
stealing has subsided, but there 
os been several cases recorded 

ere. 


Mail boxes at homes (on the 
porch or on doors), those in 
apartment houses, those on the 
streets, as well as on the rural 
routes, are all prey for these 
narcotic addicts as well as 
thieves, But there is such a thing 
as taking safety measures. And 
housewives should know them. 


The Secret Service has lined 
up the following eight short 
cuts to safety for those receiv- 
ing Government checks. They 
are: 1—Try to have some mem- 
ber of the family at home when 
checks are due to be delivered. 
2—If you cannot have someone 
at home, try to have a mail box 
which locks. 3—Do not endorse 
your check until you are in the 


presence of the person who will 


cash it. 4—Try to cash your 
checks in the same place every 
month to make identification 
easier:

- wheel ...a hot table, that can 


be wheeled around like a tea- 
cart, and plugged in wherever 
the party’s going on! 

It’s made of two tubular steel 
chrome-plated frames, on wheels 
and two trays. The upper tray is 
made of opaque glass, and 
treated for heat. Its temperature 
is kept at about 200 degrees 
by thermostatic control. Which 
means it’s sufficiently high to 
keep the food at the right eating 
temperature, yet not high enough 
to overcook it. This tempera- 
ture is lower than that of most 
radiators, so rarely presents 
danger problems as far as chil- 
dren are concerned. 

To save many a step, try this: 
Plug in the little hot table in the 
kitchen‘ for two or three minutes 
and put the entire meal on it 
(flat containers are best). Then 
wheel it into the dining room 
and serve the family from the 
table. 

Don’t worry about china, 
tempered glass or ovenware. 
None of these will break or 
crack at the heat of the top 
tray. : 

For barbecue, waffles, pan- 
cakes, and the like, place the 
food directly on the glass sur- 
face of the top tray and serve 
from there. It’s truly a boon to 
the busy little homemakers.

St. Paul Interpreted 
Religion for Storm 


This sermon is one of a series chosen because it deals with a 
common problem of everyday religious living. It was preached 
in the Druid Hills Methodist Church in Atlanta. The Monday 
Morning Pulpit is published by the Atlanta Comstitution, in 
co-operation with the Christian Council of Atlanta.

If you in the pew are not perplexed, confused, bewildered, by 
the wagld situation, then you are different from your preacher. 
For, I must confess to you, my mind is in pretty much of a turmoil 
because of our world. It is difficult for me to get my mind off 
Korea, and the Chinese Reds, and the Soviets, - world Commu- 
nism, and the Atom bomb, and military prep: As never f 
before in my experience, I go through the da): 0 a sense .— 
urgency and impending doom and frustration and bewilderment. 
ee. would like to speak to you out of my heart about some cer- 
tainties which we may lay hand upon today. St. Paul wrote from 
@ prison cell in Rome: “We are troubled on every side vet not 
distressed; we are perplexed but not in despair; we are persecutd 
but not forsaken; we are cast down but not destroved; for our light 
affliction, which but for a moment, worketh for us far more 
exceeding and eternal weight of glory.” 
, Here is a man, beaten. bruised and deserted, and jailed in the 
darkness of a dungeon, gathering up his courage in the glad knowl- 
edge that all things were working together for his good. Here is a 
man who had something for a dark day. He had anchors for his soul. 
The cross is indeed an anchor. The cross does symbolize 
death and suffering, but it is far more than that. It is a 
symbol of life, it is a symbol of hope, it is a symbol of power. 
For while it savs: “This is an instrument of torture uvon which 
the Prince of Glory died.” it seems to say also: “This is an 
instrument of power. power to overcome the difficulties of life, 
Power to pass through the storms of life, power to inherit 
eternal life.” a 

We can hold on to the cross. we can use it as an anchor: we 
ean be sure that as long as we are anchored by it we will not be 
utterlv undone. 

This does not mean, of course, that we will! escave trial. hardship, 
frustration, and perhaps bitter tears. Remember the words of Paul 
which we use today were spoken fmm a dungeon. Remember the 
cross had on it the suffering and bleeding Savior. If an atom bomb 
should some day falMupon Atlanta. it will not be selective. in its 
destruction of the citizens of this citv: it will simuly kill everybody 
within a half mile, regardless of their faith or their goodness. The 
cross will not save us from concern about the future nor from the 
tragedy of the days. Your son or my son, or we ourselves, may be 
blasted into nothingness by some devilish instrument of war. The} 
cross will not give us ease. It will give us strength. In a shaken 
world it will heln us to stand. 

We as a people are zoing into battle: we are entering upon 
a long. hard war. Not all battles will be fought on some far-off 
field. Many of the most severe will be fought in our own souls. 
“Therefore, take unto vou the whole armour of God, that ye may 
be able to withstand the evil dav: and having done all to stand, 
stand therefore havine your loins girt about with truth and 
having on the breastnlate of righteousness, and your feet shod 
with preparation of the gospel of peace. Above all, take the 
shield of faith wherewith ye shall be able to quench all the 
fiery darts of the wicked: and take the helmet of salvation and 
the sword of the spirit. which is the Word of God.” As our sons 
gird themselves to fight with weanons of steel. we can gird our- 
selves with righteousness and faith and the word of God. 
In an evil day, these are anchors for the soul. 

The religion of the Lord Christ, mv friends, is a religion of 
triumph. It is not simply a religion of fair skies and sunshine and 
pleasant days. It is a religion of the house still standing when the 
winds blow and the rains descend and the storms rage. It is a 
religion of the.sdul riding the wings of the hurricanes to its 
appointment with God.
